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HOW TO GET 
TO OUR TOWN 



There is so much to discover once you’re 
here, that thankfully we are not hard to find. 
Our most popular route into town runs from 
the Queen Elizabeth Way (QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the QEW to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, then Mow signs to con¬ 
nect to Regional Road 55 by turning left on to 
York Road, then make a right at the first set of 
lights to take Airport Road, the shortest path to 
Regional Road 55, which is called “Niagara 
Stone Road” locally. Rim right onto Stone Road 
and enjoy the scenery of lush vineyards and the 
bustling commerce of Virgil before you arrive 
at Queen Street in the Old Town. When you get 
to the end of the road, with the golf course and 
the lake ahead of you, turn right to get to the 
heart of the Old Town and the Shaw Festival 
theatres. 

Alternatively, when you get off the QEW turn 
right from Glendale on to York Road, which 
connects with the picturesque Niagara River 
Parkway. Run left on the Parkway to get to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Once you’re within the municipality, please 
check the map on Page 16-17 to navigate your 
way around town. Detailed driving directions 
are also available from the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Line-ups at border crossings can cause 
delays, and traffic on the QEW from Toronto is 
often heavy. Allow at least two hours for your 
drive from Toronto, especially if you have 
theatre tickets. For border wait times, visit 
www.cbsa.gc.ca or contact the Niagara Falls 
Bridge Commission at 1-800-715-6722 (press 
option 2) for traffic conditions on bridges at 
Queenston - Lewiston, Niagara Falls and Buffalo

Niagara-on-the-Iake is a National Historic fled to Niagara during the American Revolution. 
District—but not just for its heritage buildings. Then, in the days leading up to the War of 1812, 
The town was settled by America Loyalists who Fort George became a stronghold with a British 


military base and residents found themselves 
within range of enemy cannons at Fort Niagara, 
just across the river. 

The troops of Fort George crushed an 
American invasion at Queenston Heights in 
October of 1812, but lost brilliant military 
strategist General Isaac Brock. The Americans 
attacked again the following May, destroying 
Fort George and taking the town. That 
December, the Americans retreated, burning the 
town as they went. 

Fort George was rebuilt in the 1930s as a 
monument to the epic struggle for Canadian 
sovereignty. The well-versed staff of Parks 
Canada help bring the fort to life through 
authentic costumes and demonstrations of food, 
music, and military training. 

Discover why McFarland House on the Niagara 
Parkway was the sole property to survive the 
town’s infamous burning. Hear the truth behind 
Laura Secord’s midnight run to alert the British 
of pending invasion by visiting her Queenston 
homestead. Visit Brock’s monument at 
Queenston Heights and discover how one 
general could rate four separate burials.

Theatre to 
Discover 


The Shaw Festival is the only theatre in the 
world specializing in plays by Bernard Shaw 
and his contemporaries, and in plays about 
the period of his lifetime. 

There are three distinct Shaw theatres in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, each with its own 
charm. The Festival Theatre, on Queen’s 
Parade, is where major works are shown. It 
includes a new retail shop, a cafe, a 
rehearsal studio and a patio surrounded by 
beautiful gardens. 

The Court House Theatre, on Queen Street 
across from the Clock Tower, combines a 
327-seat auditorium with an intimate stage in 
an historic building of the 1840s.

Across the street and down the road is the 
Royal George Theatre with its lovely 
Edwardian gilt mouldings, red walls and 
golden lions. Built as a vaudeville house in 
1915, it entertained troops during World 
War I, later operated as a road house and 
then a cinema, and was purchased by the 
Shaw and restored to the 328-seat theatre it 
is today. 

The Shaw Festival’s 2010 season offers the 
wit, social commentary and relevance for 
which Bernard Shaw was well-known with 
two plays by the Festival’s namesake: The 
Doctor’s Dilemma, his relevant look at the 
medical establishment, at the Festival 
Theatre; and John Bull's Other Island, an 
exploration of the culture of misunderstand¬ 
ings and misconceptions, at the Court House. 


Also at The Festival Theatre is Shaw’s 
favourite Oscar Wilde work, An Ideal 
Husband, about a man who has behaved 
badly and fears he will pay dearly when his 
past misdeed is discovered; and Clare 
Boothe Luce’s The Women—a celebration 
of the company’s extraordinary actresses— 
about the secret world of women and their 


relationships, with each other and their
